ALTERNATIVE PRAYERS. 


The Bishop of Meath, moving the second 
reading of the bill providing an alternative 
form of evening prayer, said that it was the 
same bill that had been before the Synod on 
two previous occasions, 

The. Rev. H. W. Rennison, seconding, said 
that it was reasonable to adopt a form of 
evening prayer suited to the modern age. 
There were some people who held that it 
would be better to allow each clergyman to 
vary the Service as he found fit, instead of 
going to the Synod for a variation. 

Mr, Twinem, of Portadown, moved -the 
rejection of the ‘bill, saying that he considered 
it unegplied for. He never heard any com- 
aint. about the Beok of Common Prayer. 
ii they made this change it would bé the 
first of a series, and the Synod would s d 
a great deal of time revising the Book of 
Common Prayer. Besides, a change would 
put a burden on the peo le. 

Captain Home. objected to the bill if the 
existing Evening Service were to be deserted 

altogether. ‘hey might have an alternative 
form for reserved use. 

Canon Drury said that the Church already 
had two alternative forms, which he had used 
without, complaint. Rather than diminishing, 
the congregations grew. These Services were 
used on week evenings. He agreed that the ! 
alternative forms now proposed should be / 
limited to week evenings. 

The Bishop of Meath said that the Com. 
mittee were prepared to accept the limitation 
of the Services to week evenjngs. 
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The bill was given a second reading by a 
substantial majority. 

On the Committee stage the Rev. H. W. 
Rennison said that, having regard to the 
wishes expressed, he moved that the alterna- 
tive form should be used on week days and 
upon occasions i. sige by the ordinary: 
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
